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THAT TERRIBLE STORM 


RAGING ALONG THE COAST OF THE 
ATLANTIC. : 


SUMMER RESORTS WASHED AWAY 


Atlantic City Cut Off From the Best of the 
World—Fears Entertained for the 
Safety of the People. 


New York, SeptemlLer 10.—The storm now 
prevailing worked considerable damage on 
North and East river fronts and the cellars of 


warehouses and tenements on both the east 


and west sides of the lower part of the city are 
in a decidedly chaotic state. Some of the piers 
are entirely covered by the tide and some that 
are usually twelve feet above high water mark 
have their decks licked by the angry waves. 
The bay avd rivers are in an exceedingly tur- 
bulent state, owing to high winds. | 
THE JERSEY SHORE WAS INUNDATED 
In many places, particularly in the vicinity of 
the Standard Oil company’s worksat Clare- 
mont. On the East river front buildings from 
Fiftieth street to Fourteenth street are affected 
by the great rise of water. The rock, opposite 
Fiftieth street, which is always visible in ex- 
treme high tides, is now heneath the water 
and the spindle buoy on Pilgrim rock at Tenth 
street has, for the first time, been almost cov- 
ered. The lower end of Blackwell's island is 
snbmerged and ithe keepers were engaged early 
this morning in removing patients from frame 
out-buildings on that portion of the island. 
THE HIGHEST KNOWN FOR YEARS. 

It is the general impression among sea- 
faring men that the tide is the highest known 
for twenty-five years, No vessels arrived up 
®to noon today. 

The storm came from the seaward, and was 
full grown when it struck the coast. All tele- 
graphic communication between here and 
Sandy Hook was destroyed by the storm, so 
that what disabled vesséls, if any, have run 


into port since 8 o’clock this morning cannot | 


be learned. Sandy Hook boats have been 
obliged to tie up for the day. The ‘Sandy 
Hook”’ came up this morning, but dare not 
yenture to return. The “Monmouth.” which 
left here for that point at 5 o’clock this morn- 
ing, was unable to make a landing in _ ¢onse- 
quence of the high seas, and was obliged to 
bring her passengers back. On the return 
trip the craft fared badly, for the waves 
washed clean over it, and a greater portion of 
the guard rails were carried away. 

At Sandy Hook the weather is thick and 
foggy, and a gale is blowing. Along the Jer- 
sey coast the surf is reported the heaviest ever 
known. A similar condition prevails all along 
the coast of Now England and New Jersey. 

THE DAMAGE AT CONEY ISLAND. 

Reports from Coney Island are to the effect 
that last night’s storm and its accompanying 
high tide were the most disastrousin the his- 
tory of that storm-beaten isle. The Marine 
railway has been swept away. The esplanade 
in front of Manhattan Beach hotel washed out 
and the sea is flowing into the basement of 
Manhattan Beach hotel. A greater part of the 
Concordance is also gone. 

The storm which had been raging all day 
continued during the night. The waves at 
the battery swept over the high wall into the 
street. Never in the memory of the oldest in- 
habitants had the tide arisensohigh. It crept 
tonight up to the level of thestreet. Kast and 
North rivers were almost deserted, and none 
of the smaller craft seemed inclined to venture 
out. Ferry boats had to make their trips in 
the most.careful manner for fear of accidents, 
water infmany places being up over the land- 
ing places. The high tide created sad havoc 
in cellars along both river fronts, as much as 
nine feet of water being reported in some of 
them before the tide fell. 

RAILROAD TRAVEL STOPPED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., September 10.—The 
damaging storm which has prevailed along 
the Atlantic coast since Sunday. still continues 
and reports received here indicate that the 
damage to railroad lines entering Atlantic 
City, Cape May, Sea Isle City, Ocean City, 
and other eoast resorts, is very great. 
The Camden and Atlantic and West 
Jersey reads were unabie today 
to get a train in or out of Atlantic 
City, The Reading railroad company man- 
nged to get one of its early trains, but no more. 
The meadows near Atlantic City are covered 
with water and the tracks are washed away in 
places. 

ALY, COMMUNICATION CUT OFF. 

The storm carried away telegraph poles and 
wires, it is supposed, as all communication is 
cut off. Water in the old Camden and At- 
lantic excursion house at Atlantic City is four 
or tive feet high, and in the meadows it is as 
high, so that it is ditticult to calculate the dam- 
age that has been done to raiiroad properties. 

The latest reports were that the heavy norih- 
east wind was growing heavier, and that there 
was no sign of cessation. The Pennsylvania 
railroad company did not get # seashore train 
through today excepting to Cape May. 

Ocean City is alinost entirely under water, 
and the beach road, which is tioated by every 
high tide, is believed to-be an entire wreck. 
On Ange! Sea branch it was reported that 

THREE CARS TURNED OVER 
on their sides and that the passengers climbed 
out of the windows unhurt, but very disconso- 
late, as they were compelled to make them- 
selves as comfortable as possible on the sides 
ot the cars. This report has not been con- 
firmed at the Pennsylvania office, but it is 
believed to be true. Grave fears are enter- 
tained for property at Atlantic City, as well as 
for the lives of residents, for there would be 
no way of escape should the condition become 
more threatening. Whena railroad train can 
not get out of the city it is not likely that any- 
thing else could, excepting a boat, and there 
are not boats enough there to help one tenth 
of the people. 
THE WATER RISING. 

The last report received by the Camden and 
Atlantic railroad oificials was to the effect 
that the water was rising. Atlantic City is on 
low ground and ‘partly on made ground, and 
grave apprehensions are felt for the safety of 
tke peopie there. Up to alate hour tonight 
communication by telegraph had not been had 
with any point on the coast between Delaware 
breakwater and Atlantic City. 

TOD ROUGH FOR THK PASSAIC. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., September 10.—The moni- 
tor Passaic, Lieutenant Commander W. W. 
Kilpatrick commanding, left here this morning 
at eight o’cleck to take part inthe sham at- 
tack on Fort McHenry. Off Sandy Point 
heavy weather was encountered. The Passiac 
was towing the steam launch Swan, which had 
vanked its fires. The launch was filling with 
water from the heavy seas and an attempt was 
made to t8ke the launch abeard ship, but the 
davits @Suld not hold it. The launch filled 
with wa.cr and went down. Seaman Jobn 8S. 
Bush was a board and floating. A whaleboat 
was dispatched after him and picked him up, 
but the boat was unable to regain the ship, 
which wasthen atanchor. The last seen of 
the whaleboat it was drifting down the ~~ 
It iss’upposed it is safe. It contained Ensign H. 
G. Dressel, David Moore, Frederick Carr and 
Seamen Parker and Scott. Itis expected the 
whaleboat will be picked up at Thomas Point 
or the mouth of South river tomorrow. Boat- 
ewain Sinclair will go after the boat at day- 
light tomorrow. .The launch was buried and 
will undoubtedly be reeovered. The accident 
occurred at noon. The Passaic returned to 
Aunapolis at six o'clock this evening. 

EUGENE KKLLEY’s SON KILLED. 

Newark, N.J., September 10.—Joseph T. 
Kelley, son of Eugene Keliey, a well known 
New ork banker, was blown from the plat- 
form of a car of the, 4:50 p. m. train from New 
York, over the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western railway, while the train was crossin 
Newark meadows. He was instantly killed, 
his head being crushéd against a pile of ties. 
‘Lhe Wind was blowing a gale at the time. De- 
ceased was about twenty-five years old and 
unmarrieg. His fathery who wae on the train,

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FEARFUL FOREST FIRES. 


Destruction of Property and Loss of Life in 
| Montana. 

Cuicaao, September 10.—A dispatch from 
Helena, Montana, says: Information has just 
been received hare of one of the fiercest and 
most dostructive forest fires yet reported in 
Montana. The fire occurred Sunday night in 
Stregis district, Missoula county. and the 
Cokely ranch was made a barren waste in less 
than thirty mlnates. Ccokely and Hostess, of 
the ranch, mounted horses and barely es- 
caped with their lives to the river, less 
than a quarter of a mile away, and 
reached the water after having 
their clothes nearly all burned from their bod- 
ies. They remained in the water over two 
hours, and even there the l:eatand smoke were 
almost suffocating. A Swedish prospector 
named Anderson tied his horse in a gulch 
about half a mile from Cokely ranch and went 
up the hillside to hisclaim. Both horse and 
man "erished in the flames. J.C. Veeder, who 
has returned from Storis county, says he feels 
certain that several men perished in the flaines 
higher up in the mountains. The cestruction 
of property will aggrezate fully $1.000,000. 
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AND THE EARTHQUAKE, TOO. 


A Severe Shock Felt in Wilkesbarre, Penn 
Sylvania. 

WHILKESBARRE, Pa., September 10.—Reople 
in this city tonight were considerably agitated 
by a sharp shock of earthquake which occurred 
at 8:15 0’clock. Buildingsin Ashley, King- 
ston, Pittston and the surrounding country 
trembled for several seconds, vigorously 
enough to rattle glassware and crockery, and 
in some cases to throw it to the floor. A woman 
residing on Franklin street, in this city, was 
thrown from her chair. So far as can be heard 
from. no property has been damaged or persons 
injured. 


DEATH OF S. S. COX, 


His Last Conversation About the Four Ter- 
ritories. 

New York, September 10.—Congressman S. 
S. Cox died at 3.33 o’clock this evening. The 
end was quiet and the dying man breathed his 
lastas peacefully as if falling into a light 
sleep. He had been conscious all day until 
about aquarter ofan hour before the end. 
Mr. Cox’s last conversation was about the four 
territories, whose statehood he hoped to father. 
He mentioned New Mexico and Arizona, and 
said something about making a great effort in 
their behalf at the coming session. In the af- 
ternoon while Dr. Lockwood was talking to 
him Mr. Cox made some witty remark which 
completely upset the doctor’s dignity. 
Lockvood said that the immediate cause of 
his death was heart failure, and the cause 
peritonitis. 


Samuel Sullivan Cox was born at Zanes- 
ville, O., September 39, 1824. He graduated at 
Brown college in 1846, became a lawyer and editor, 
wud in 18355 beeame secretary of legation to Peru. 
The following year he was elected to 
congress from Ohio, and re-elected for 
three consecutive  termé§, serving in ail 
cight years. During the civil way he took a promi- 
nent partin opposition to the general policy of 
Lincoin’s administration. In 1856 he removed to 
New York, aud two years later was elected to con- 
gress from that city, and re-elected in 1870. 
In Us72 he was defexted as the. democratic 
candidate for the state at large from New ‘York, 
He was afterwards re-cieciea from his district in 
New York ctty and served continuously until Presi- 
dent Cleveland appointed him ministerto Turkey, 
lie resigued this post after filling it creditably for 
two years, and on his return was re-elected to oon~ 
gress. Hie was more than once a candidate for 
speaker of the house, and on each occasion received 
A very reSpeciable vote for the position, 
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AN INFECTED SHIP. 


York Warned of the Approach of 


‘Yellow Fever. 

WASHINGTON, September 10.—Messrs. Pim, 
Norwocd & Co., agents of the Atlas Steamship coms 
pany, New York, have written a letterto the secre- 
tary of state calling his attention to newspaper re« 
ports tothe effect that the ship Adirondack had 
left the port of Colon for New’ York with yellow 
fever on board, the statement being based upon a 
report said to have been sent to the department of 
State by the United States consul at Colon. They 
write: 

‘You will readily perceive that this report, whic 
has fortunately proved to haye been entirely with- 
out foundation, was the @ause of corsiderable 
anxieitv onour part, rotonly on accotnt of the 
passengers and crew; but, also on account of the 
arge and valuable cargo vf bauanas which the 
terms of the quarantine would bare inevitably 
destroyed,”’ 

They say the appearance of such a report is likely 
to do them some injury in ihe future and request 
the department that, if the United States consul 
did act as reported snch steps betaken as wiil 
insure his gettive in the future more reliable Infor- 
mation betore sending on his official despatches. 
Toe department is also in receipt of a@ cominunica- 
{i n from United States Consul Victor Vitquain, at 
Colon, who transmis a letter from the United 
S ates eonsul at Bar:anquilla in regard to the ship 
Adirondack. The Jetter from Barranquilla is dated 
Augus? 20th, and is ir part as follows: 

A young lady, Miss Ada C. Ramsay, came-from 
New York via Port-au-Prince, on the Anirondack. 
The second day after her arrival she was taken ill. 
On the fourth day it deveioped as yellow fever of a 
most malignanttype. She died iast night and was 
buried at 4 this morning. 

The Adirondack had sailed before this was an- 
nounced, As usual, the line to Carthagena was not 
in order, so I bave no recourse exceptto ask you to 
transimit notice by telegraph tothe department to 
iorestall the arrival of the ship eat New York. Ifthe 
ship ba lgerms ofthe d sease on board previous to her 
arrival here hides and banumas and her devious 
route by Colon and Port Liman makes me extreme- 
ly anxious in regairdto the passengers that went 
from here, especially Dougheriy and Gibson.”’

A LATE CROP, 


Report of the Department of Agriculture as 
to Cotton, 

WASHINGTON, September 10.—Thke cotton 
report of the stat stician of the department of agri- 
culture for September, represents the crop as com- 
paratively late, Too aoundant molsture is gener- 
ally reported. producing rank weed and retarding 
the development of bolls. Rust has appeared quite 
generaliy«nsandy uplands. The gray soils of the 
Atiantic coast show most rust. Ked lands and 
heavy soils have been legs effected, or are entirely 
exempt. Drougth has not been reported except in 
the light ine lands of Mississippi, similar 
soils in uisiana, and in a ensiderabile 
partoiTexas. In these districts there was abun- 
dant moisture till Juneor Jaly. There has been 
considerable dropping of forms and of young bolls 
in the areas most aficcted by the extremes of moist- 
ure and temperature, The plants are still growing 
and bloomingin -most lecailities, though in light 
soils the bolls are small and not devele@ng rapidly. 
The general average of condition is #6.6, aghinst 
$9.3 last month and 83.8 in September of last year, 
State ayerag ‘sare as follows: Virgin‘a, 62; North 
Carolipa, 7%; South Carolina, 87; Georgia, #0; Flor- 
ida, 94: Alabama, 91; Mississippi, 88; Louisiana, 91; 
Texas, 81; Arkansas, 90; Tennessee, 80. 

The presence of the caterpiller and boll worm is 
reported in all the gulf states and in Arkansas. The 
first brood of the former has webbed up, and prepa- 
rations are generally made for a vigorous use of 
Paris green and London yurple, which have been 
very effective with the first generation. The dam- 
age has been slight east of the Mississippi, and not 
eenerally serious further west, with a few excep- 
tions. Correspondents recognize the large value fn 
the present cfopof the iactors of good autumna 
weather and late killing frosts in determining the 
aggregate of production.

CHATTANOOGA, ‘Tenn,, September 10.— 
Chicamauga Lattlefield station, on the line of the 
Chattanooga, Rome and Columbus road, has been 
located about nine miles south of Central station in 
this city, on a beautiful plot of ground west of the 
Dyer houze, and about two hundred yardsin fron 
of what wasthe union Line of battle on Sunday 
morning, September 20, 1863, which wes occupied 
by Sheridan and Van Cleve’s division and Wilder’s 
mounted infantry. The Widow Glenn piace, which 
was Rosecran's headquarters, is one-eighth of a 
mile sontheast from the station, and the point 
where Lytle feli isabout the same distance south.

OHIO LIFF 


THE VIEWS OF MR. H. A- WRENCH. 


All More Satisfied With Georgia Than Ever 
—Misrepresentations of Georgta—The 
Land too Valuable.

Cotvmnvs, O., September 4.—{Special 
Correspondence of The Constitution. ]—W hat 
have thus far been the results of the Georgia 
farmers’ excursion into Ohio, are more a mat- 
ter of future development than it may now be 
possible to contemplate. Whatever impres- 
sion may have been made upon these people, 
it may be gtated as a setiled fact that not one 
of the party will return to Georgia less satis- 
fied with his state, her resources, her possibili- 
ties and her mannerisms, than when he left 
home. The section through which we have 
passed, and the people with whom we have 
come in contact are, doubtless, a very fair 
average of the northwest, and there is nothing 
that could be properly said to their disparage 
ment, so far as our experience goes. 

THEY ARE HOSPITABLY INCLINED, 

easily approached, attentive, and, I am 
glad to note, full of apology for the 
political misrepresentations against the south. 
A peculiarinconsistency involves the senti- 
mental differences existing between the north 
and south, as it may be put, politically. Our 
only fault, as stated by the strongest of them, 
is an imaginary wrong that we are perpetrat- 
ing against the negro, and yet the negro is less 
effected by aay character of ostracism or lack 
of friendly attention by the southern people, 
than may be claimed for his better condition 
up here. 

This fact, however, has no association with 
the farmers’ excursion party. They have 
been well met on ali sides, and it induces 
kindly exchange of feeling. The state Grange 
of Ohio, through its officers, has held out the 
olive branch to the agricultural societies of 
Georgia, and these societies in return, express- 
ing 

THE HEART SENTIMENTS OF GEORGIANS, 
have, at least. mutually promised that they 
have a common bond of sympathy, a 
unity of interest and a purpose 
to join hands in righting the wrongs of op- 
pression which monopoly, trusts and combina- 
tions inflict upon them. 

The Miami valley is as beautif:] stretch of 
landscape as one might wish to see, but it car-. 
ries with it a condition which suggests an en- 
viable comparison in favor of just such spots in 
Georgia. Think of a value attaching to land 
which destroys the source of its profit-to the 
husbandmen. 

A leading member of the state agricu!tural 
department is authority for the statement that 
this land has reached a value with all its pro- 
ductiveness, that no longer

asaninvestment. There is not a foot of till- 
able land in Georgia that does not give profit, 
under all its disadvantageous treatment, above 
cost of investment and tillage. sring its 
coves and  vaileys, as may be easily 
done, up to the perfection of these 
green meadows ard clover fields of Ohio. with 


their improved stock and implements of cult-~ 


ure and harvesting, and the profit of increase 
of value inland alone, in the next ten years, 
will give more money to the investor than he 
can possibly make from high priced lands that 
will not increase further. 

The old folke in Ohio are haying a good 
time, but their boys have got to gointo new 
fields, or stop the turn ofthe whee! of pro- 
gress where their daddies have chocked it. He 
must be a selfish old man who will hold on to 
a 100 acre farm that: will seljl for sixty or sev- 
enty dollars an acre, with no hope of his boys 
getting higher up inthe world than he leaves 
them, when ten dollar an acre lands in Geor- 
gia can be 

MADE TO DO JUST AS WELL. 
Perhaps this visit may open some of their eyes. 
If I was going to make one short statement of 
the advantages which Ohio possesses over 
Georgia it would be in these words: ‘‘She has 
more money.” 

The money invested in Columbusif invested 
in any part of Georgia froin [the bogs of the 
Okefenokee tothe marble peaks of Pickens 
would give a towu of double its wealth. I 
doubt not that if Ohio had paid the indemnity 
which tho war entailed on Georgia but that 
she would today have been the poorest of the 
tivo states. : 

These farmers will come back to Georgia 
buoyed with hope in the old land and encour- 
aged benefit by what they have seen in this 
garden tilled land of beauty and plenty.

The London Strikers Not Willing to Wait for 
an Advance. 

Lonpon, September 10.—Cardinal Man- 

ning's proposal, which is being considered by 


the council of the strike committee, is a com- — 


gesusiss to the effect that the terms which the 
ock companies have already conceded are to 
go into operation vn the first of November, 
+ ig the men immediately resume work. 

he proposal made by Cardinal Manning, 
which is an independent effort on his part to 
effect a settlement, has not been approved by 
the dock directors, nor has it been approved 
hy the council of consolidation, several mem- 
bers of which are out of town. 

Mr. Burns. at a mass meeting of strikers to 
day, asked the men whether they would accept 
& proposal for an increase in wages to begin in 
November. The strikers unanimously opposed 
the proposition. 3 

The directors of dock companies resolutely 
adhere to the terms recently granted by them, 
by which the wages of the men are to be ad- 
vanced on the first of January. Hitherto the 
directors have held meetings twice daily. To- 
day only one short and formal sitting was held 
and several directors were absent. A leading 
director, Sir Henry Lemarchant, wil! resign 
OWing to the decision of the board in favor of 
the lord mayor’s proposal. 

HOW THE STRIKE IS SUSTAINED. 

Burns, at tonight’s conferenco with Cardi- 
nal Manning, affirmed that the temper of the 
strikers was such thatit would be futile to 
urge the November compromise. Referring to 
the lord mayor’s recent remark, ‘‘You are the 
strike,’’ Burns denied that he couid influence 
a vast body of men against their united will. 
The persistence of the strikers increases with 
theiswelling of the tide of subscriptions. Home 
contributions are slightly falling, but Austra- 
lia continues to pour in funds. Today £41,000 
Was received, making atotal from Australia 
of £15,500. Church relief activities are in- 
ereasing. The resultis that many dockmen 
fare better in idleness than when working. 
Fcremost among the agencies of relief is the 
Salvation Army, which provides food{for eight 
thousans persons daily at a nominal price. 
Throughout the strike districts rents are large- 
ly in arrears. Feeling no pinch of distress, the 
temper of the dockmen is not toward compro- 
mise. Inthe meantime, in spite of the strik- 
ers picketts, the companies are gradually re- 
plentishing their working forces. 

The home ocftice, in response to an appeal of 
members of the corn exchange, for protection 
of the members of the corn exchange, for pro- 
tection of workmen against the strikers’ pick- 
ctts, today largely augmented the force of po- 
lice around the docks and provided an addi- 
tional steam launch to patrol the river. 

WHARFINGERS GETTING THE WORK. 

The condition of river trade is becomiug 
relieved by the wharfingers generally accept- 
ing the men’s terms. A number of vessels 
are leaving the docks and going to the 
wharves to unload. The wharves present al- 
most their wonted busy aspect prior to the 
strike. Several dock directors were iImter- 
viewed today regarding the situation. They 
all commented on the assertion nade by the 
newspapers that the conipanies were disturb- 
ing trade, while only a small amount of money 
was irvolved in their dispute with the strikers. 
It has been alleged that a concession of the 
men’s terms would cost tha,companies only 
£50,000. The directers said that this is a gross 
mistake; that the increase! daananded would 
amount to £150,000 yearly, meaning £5,000,COJ 
capitalized. 

NO MONEY FROM AMERICA. 

Addressing a second meeting of strikers, 
Burns again assailed the American workmen 
for foilure to contribute money in aid of the 
strik érs. 

“With all their bcasting and biuffing,’’ he 
said, ‘they have given nothing. If ever dock- 
man were in position to congratulate them- 
selves, itis now, forno less than £7,000 was 
received yesterday alone. But narry a red 
cent came from America. As for their syim- 
pathy, I would say: ‘D—n your pity, give us 
your bob.’ ”’

TROUBLE AT STOCKTON 


THE NEGROES OF CLINCH CUUNTY 
BOLD AND DEFIANT. 


THE RIOTERS GETTING TOGETHER 


Whites Alarmed by Threatening Attitude 
of the Negroes—The Sheriff Taking 
Steps to Suppress Them. 


VatpostAa, Ga,, September 1¢.—[Special. ]— 
The waters are stiJl troubled down in Stock- 
ton, the seat of the Clinch county rioting. 
Sheriff Frank Dickerson came up to Valdosta 
today with two prisoners for safe keeping, the 
Clinch county jail being already full. Tur 
CONSTITUTION’S representative interviewed 
Mr. Dickerson, and learned from him that all 
was not serene at Stockton. After the negroes 
were despersed on Saturday night, it was 
hoped that all was atan end, but on yester- 
day evening the negroes 

BEGAN TO GATHER IN TOWN. 

Stockton is asmall place con the Savannah, 
Florida and Western railroad, of some two or 
three hundred inhabitants. Thereéare several 
turpentine farms near, and the woods are 
litteraily full of coops. A large number of 
them were in Stockton last night, 
and they had the town. They whooped and 
yelled and cursed and talked and threatened. 
They charged and paraded up and down, beat- 
ing tin pans, blowing horns and firing pistols. 
The white people, hopelessly in the minority, 
kept well within doors, and the negroes had 
everything theirown way. LDrightand early 
this morning the sun’s rays were caught up 
and sentshimmering by glistening gun -barrels 
from all points of the county. The white men 
had heard of the racket of the night before. 
and by noon today nearly one hundred armed 
men were in Stockton. They were all white. 

NOT A NEGRO JS TO BE SEEN. 

Sheriff Dickerson went back to Stockton at 
3p.m. He had warrants for ten negrocs, 
leaders in the trouble, and one white man. This 
man, who is really blacker than any negro in 
the county at heart, is charged with 
inciting the riot. After the cutting on 
Saturday evening, this fellow, Paul Dees, 
rented some negroes two pistols atten cents 
apiece. Dickerson is determined to get him 
and the negroes. They are now at the tur- 
pentine stills around Stockton. The sheriff 
wi!l go among them with only a man to point 
out the men wanted. Somesay that — 

THE NEGROES WILL RESIST. 

Then there will be trouble. Sheriff Dickor- 
son is not tobe fcoled with, and should he 
come out of the fracas unhurt, he wiil have 
half-of the county at his back to bring in the 
offenders. Should he fare seriously at their 
hands, the half of three counties are waiting 
fora signal. The latest news this evening is 
that trouble may occur atany moment. The 
negroes are scattered out, but are reported to 
be well armed and sullen.

LONDON QUAKING AGAIN.

The most in- 
tense excitement #gain prevaiis in White- 
chapel. Crowds surround the mortuary in 
which the body lies.

concerning the finding of the body show that 
there was no blood on the ground whiere the 
body was found, neither was there any blood 
on the body. lTrom this, it is evident that the 
murder was committed in some other place and 
that the body was subsequently deposited un- 
der the railway arch. ‘he trunk was nude. 
A rent and bloody chemise was found lying 
near the body. ‘The arms were intact, but the 
legs were missing. It is believed that the wo- 
man has been dead for tww days. Three sail- 
ors who were sleeping under an arch next to 
the one under which the bo:iiy was found were 
taken into custody by the police. They con- 
vinced the authorities, however, that they had 
seen nothing of a suspicious nature and were 
discharged.

BUKNED IN THE MINE. 
of the Pit at 


The Sad Scenes at the Bivuth 
Golden. 

DENVER, Col., September 10.—A_ special 
courier sent out from here last night tothe 
scene of the coal mine disaster near Golden, 
Colorado, returned to thigggity at 2 o’clock this 
morning and gives the foN@aing account of the 
accident, which places the number of killed at 
eleven instead of ten. ‘The mine is situated 
one mile irom Golden, and produces from fifty 
to one hundred tons of coal perday. The men 
who lost their lives were at work in a drift 
from the bottom of the shaft, 750 feet down 
and were 800 feet from the shaft. 

The drift runs along side of what is known 
as old level and mine. Yesterday morning 
there was fifty feet of water in the old shaft. 
At 6 o’clock last evening, it was visited by the 
manager of the White Ash to determine what 
connection it might have with the rush of 
water noticed in the White Ash mine when it 
was found to be dry,the water having all 
passed into the shaft, where the men were at 
work. There is not the slightest 
hope of rescuing _— ofthe cleven men alive 
and it will require days, if not weeks, of hard 
work to reach their bodies. All that could be 
done last night was to make arrangements to 
start the pumps this morning. Around the 
entrance of the mine are huddled together 
the widows and orphans of the victims, ocea- 
sionally one of them ventures near to the mine 
and peers down into the shaft upon the cruel 
waters that have taken theirloved ones from 
them.

ANOTHER WARM DEBATE IN THE 
SENATE YESTERDAY.§ 


The Bill to Elect the Commissioner of Agri- 
calture Passed—A Tilt Between Senators 
DuPree and Hall 


The bill to elect the commissioner of agriculture 
by the people was discussed with warmth when it 
came up as the special order yesterday in the 
senate. 

senator Massengale, who opened the debate, op- 
posed the bil, 

“The object of government,” he said, ‘‘is to do the 
most good to the most peopie. Itis for the benefit 
of the whole people that this ofiice should remain 
asitis. Iam freshfrom my county, and the pre- 
ponderance of opinion there is that the agricultural 
department should so remain. 

“The railroad commission, the very custodian of 
the liberties of the farmers, is not elected by the 
people. Go farther, and the judges of the superior 
and supreme courts and the solicitors general are 
not elected by the people, but by the legislature, 

“The question was submitted to a convention of 
farmers,and they were asked to recommend the pass- 
age of this bill. What was their action? They submit 
ted it to the wisdom of this legislature. 

“You bave as good a commissioner of agriculture 
today asthe state can get. He has administered 
the duties of his office without fear, favor or affec- 
tion, Under these circumstances I see no reason 
why we should change the law. 

“f might go farther and point to the fact that the 
national commissioner of agriculture and the post- 
master-general are appointed, vot even by congress, 
but by the president.’’ 

Senator DuPree addressed the senate with grea- 
earnestness in favor of the bill. 

‘The time of the senate has:not been wasted or 
consumed by any speech of mine,’ said he “I 
think I may therefore claim your attention to my 
views on what I concelye to be a most important 
change of an important officer, 

“Waile Il bave been at home comingjin contact 
with the prominent men-of Macon county, mer- 
chauts or farmers, I did not ask the 
opinion of ' my honorable 
constituents request their 
senator to give his hearty support to this measure. 

“] have never received an office and I never want 
one unless my sentiments change, in any other 
way than directly at the hands of the people. In 
my recent campaign the canvass was so close that 
it was mine to go tothe people. I ate their meals, I 
slept in their beds and because of having gone to 
themin their homes I know my people and they 
knowme and! feel that no man las a better right 
to represent them on this floor, 

_ Here Senator Massengale interrupted with a ques- 
tiou: 

“Is there any state in the union where agricul- 
ture predominatesin which the cominis sioner of 
agriculture is elected by the people? 

“Mr. President, I am not prepared to answer that 
question,’’ saia Senator DuP ree, ‘*‘nordol care. If 
oiher people have made mistakes there is no reason 
why we should follow their example. 

“Here, where no royal purple glitters in the sun- 
light the people ace shut out from ~4a 
voice inthe choice of their commissioner. The 

eople are qualified to select him. If the people at 
he ballot box select an incompetcut representative 
how shall he be competent to choose their commis- 
sioner? 

“The people bave not been afraid to trust mein 
the past, and by the E’ernal Iam not afraid to 
trust them, I have beenimpressed atthe ballot 
box with the fact thatthey did know what they 
want, aud I suppose there are other senators on this 
floor who have been in positivn to get a similar im- 
pression, 

“If the presentable incumbent were elected by the 
people he would know the people better, and they 
would know him bet‘er. The people in my county 
and district tell me they do not know him, though 
they read about himin the uewspapers. If he be- 
comes a candidate, he will know the people and 
they will know him. | am satisfied that people 
would not €lect a governor who would not beable 
to appoint the proper judiciary officers. But thou gh 
I have every confidence in our present governor, I 
would infinitely prefe: thet the judiciary shoni: d be 

elected by the people than appointed bv the gover- 
bor. The judiciary that bas been elected in the 
last ten years by the legislature will compare fayor- 
ably with those p reviously appointed by governors.’ 

Here Senator Massengaie interrupted again, while 
Senator DuPree yielded with great courtesy. 

‘*Didn’t the neople use to elect the judiciary? 
Didn't they demaid this change?’ 

Though not abuse to answer the question, Senaior 
DuPree turned it cieverly to advantage by dis- 
claiming any such ancient recolleciions. 

“Not being perhaps as old as the honorable sen- 
ator from the 19th, Ido not remet aber the politica! 
history of those times,” said he, “but 1 
repeat that the legisiature has given the state 
as intelligent a judiciary as ever it had before. ‘This 
is an agricultural state, Tle God of Nature has so 
ordained it. 

‘T sayithe people want this officer to be elected by 
them Because it is due them, and asa rule it would 
best subserve the agricultural interest of the coun- 
try. Youmay call that demagogueryif you will, 
Then, Mr. President, risking the people, and going 
before them as I have always hadtodo, and as I 
am never afraid to do, I say then I am a demagogue 
of the most blatant type. 

*“T say the agricultural interest demands it. It 
has come to us by the almost unanimous vote of the 
house, composed of men whoare immediatejrepre- 
sentatives of the people, aud now’ it comes to us, 
who, in the theory of legislation, are, to some ex- 
tent, mo-e removed from the great masses of tie 

They demand t, and 
to sce that the 
campfires of the farmers in the alliances are burn- 
ing on every hilltop and sparkling in every valley 
from the Atlaniic to the Rio Grande, They are ask- 
ing at the hands of thefr representatives an interest 
acid participation at least to some exteut in the ad- 
ministration of public affairs, and entertaining these 
sentiments as I honestly do vpon this important 
measure, I shall give it the full measure of my sup- 
port.” 
Senator 8, B. Harris called for the prev: ous ques- 
tion, but Taide w it on Senator Hall’s request 

Senator Hall then took the flooragainst the bill. 

“The centleman argues that tbis officer would be 
more efficient it elected by the people. He did nut 
say anything aca nst the present incumbent, but he 
has been attacked in these halis. 

“Attacks have been m re upon him In speeches,a 

copy of one of which I hold in my hand, and the 
points they make a sation him are very small, a 
of the ¢ oni plat uts ig that ne bought two oil stove 
another isthat he paid too large a price for cotian 
seed, another that be subscribed for literature that 
was necessary to carry on the business of the de- 
pariment. I don’t think that it is necessary for me 
to defend the charact-r of the cominissioner of ag- 
rieulture from svch attacks, Certainly in Georgia 
there isnot a more honorable, upright man. If

“It isnot my friendship for him that canses me to 
oppose this bil, butitis because my honest judg 
ment is that the ‘obj cis of this dep; irtment canno r 
be obtained as weli by that method as by the 
present one.

Jaws in Heard county for the purpose of persecuting 
law-abiding citizens; and 

Whereas, A large number of the cit!zens of Heard 
county have requested Judge Newman by petition 
to investigate the conduct of these officers, and their 
minions, the granting of which haying brought out 
certain publications detrimental to the good name 
of our county: 

Resolved, Thatthe charge as appearing in the 
Journal of the 30th of August, that every man in 
Rockale district was doinzaliin his power to re- 
tard the officers of the United States in their work, 
is unfounded in fact. 

Resolved further, That we deprecate the lan- 
guage of Commissioner McClendon as published in 
THE|ATLANTA CONSTITUTION of August 3!st to the ef- 
fect that 4 vast majority of the inhabitants of Heard 

®ounty know, more or less, about illicit whisky stili- 
ing and that the charges preferred against the 
Geputy marshals were brought as a seli- protective 
measure when disgrace and arrest seemed inevita- 
ble, and that we hereby express our unqualified in- 
dignation at the lIsnguage used by McCiendon 
when he either had not been advised of the true 
facts or wholly disregarded thei. 

The Franklin News, in an indignant article, 
thus touches up the slanderers of the county: 

To say the least, some of the accusations made by 
some of the offieers, they are maliciously false and 
are a base slander. The fact is, Upshur and Jolin- 
son have been making themselves quite conspicu- 
ous in Heard for some time, but their drunkenness 
was put up with as long as the people were deluded 
with the idea tnat they were trying to suppress tne 
iliicit manufacture and sale of whisky which was 
known to exist toa certain extent iu the cotn- 
ty.

Mr. Arthur Davis, a Well-Known Farmer, 
is Dead. 

CARTERSVILLE, Ga., September 10.—[Spe- 
cial.J—Mr. Arthur Davis, one of tho leading 
farmers and most prominent citizens of Bar 
tow county, died last night at 10 o’clock at his 
home, six miles in the country, of blood 
poisoning, the result of a slight scratch made 
while putting on his shoes a few mornings 
since.

The 
writ appointed September 17 the time for the 
hearing of the habeas corpus at Hawkinsville. 
When Chief Kenan saw the writ he delivered 
Dr. Fulghum to Sheriff Hunt, who returned 
with him to Hawkiusville. Chief Kenan dis- 
charged Sheriff Kelley. Hunt employed Mr. 
Dessan to represent the writand Sheiiff Kel- 
ley, of Texas, employed Mr. Joe Blount to 
represent him for the recovery of his prisoner, 
Dr. Fulghuin. Sheriff Kelley feels highly in- 
dignant at being arrested and locked up all 
night in a cell and forced to 
LIE ON THE HARD FLOOR, 
when he had committed no offense, and, in 
fact, none ischarged against him. The writ 
of habeas corpus only cites that Fulghum had 
been illegally arrested. Messrs. Blount and Dr.

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The Defeat of the Berner Substitute. 

When the Olive bill was laid on the 
table, Tur CONSTITUTION announced that 
the measure and all kindred legislation 
was defeated. Certain papers which had 
been strenuously urging the passage of the 
Oiive bill, suddenly discovered that it was 
far from perfect, and claimed that its 
tabling was a piece of Napoleonic strat- 
egy on the part of its friends to make way 
for a perfect measure embodying its main 
features, freed of allobjection. When the 
Berner substitute was presented, it was 
claimed that it was the perfect measure so 
long expected, and its immediate and over- 
whelming acceptance in the railroad com- 
mittee was prophesied. In an editorial, 
roviewing some of its features, we protested 
against this méasure and pointed out how 
it was more dangerous and obnoxious than 
the Olive bill, in the place of which it was 
proposed. The action of the railroad com- 
mittee yesterday afternoan, rejecting the 
Berner substitute and the Olive bill, shows 
that the CONSTITUTION was correct in its 
original report of the significance of the ta- 
bling of that measure, and emphasizes the 
fact that the legislature is opposed to meas- 
ures Which would place all of our railroads 
under the shadow of threatened litigation, 
and put it in the power of unscrupulous 
persons to actually involve them in long 
and costly lawsuits—threatening their cred- 
it and causing them great expense, while 
blighting the development of the state. 
We have failed to see anything demanding 
any such legislation. 

This railroad combination, at which it is 
avowedly aimed, has existed now for 
months—practically for more than two 
years. During that time more railroads 
have been built in Georgia than for years 
before. No one has shown any actual case 
of hurt experienced by!the people. In fact 
the relations between the railroads and the 
public are better than they were prior to 
the time the alliance existed. 

It has been said that a constitutional 
mandate exists prohibiting the making of 
certain contracts which must be enforced; 
but an examination of the clause of the con- 
stitution referred to shows that it prohibits 
the general assembiy from authorizing cor- 
porations to make certain contracts. Legis- 
Jation, which would enforce this provision, 
if it were needed, would properly be di- 
rected—not against corporations, but against 
the members of the legislature, and prohibit 
them from passing any law authorizing two 
corporations toso contract. The statement 
of this result shows that this section of the 
constitution is necessarily self-executory, 
and needs no legislation to carry it into 
effect any more than the section reserving 
the right of the people to petition their pub- 
lic officers or the prohibition on the giving 
of state aid to railroads. 

It is agreed also that this legislation will 
not hurt any one who has not violated this 
constitutional provision. But a moment’s 
reflection will convince any fair-minded 
man tothe contrary. Allof our railroads 
are borrowers of money. When new lines 
are to be built money must be had from 
abroad to build them. Existing bonded 


‘debts have to be renewed, just as Georgia 


has to renew her bonded debt. Many of 
our older roads had to be practically rebuilt 
and resupplied with rolling stock after the 
war, and thus contracted debts they have to 
carry. Every man who has ever tried to 
borrow money on land knows that if his 
title is questioned or threatened with litiga- 
tion, it matters not how frivolous, a stranger 
will not lend him money on it, and he is 
fearfully damaged thereby, There is no 
difference with respect to railroads. The 
legislature will appreciate these considera- 
tions, They will not be led away from the 
fact that one combination of roads leads to 
others, and the result is, if capital is not 
alarmed, that competition, on a grander scale 
between railroad systems and between rival 
markets, is really promoted by that very 
freedom from restriction, which, to the un- 
informed mind, might seem to threaten it. 
We congratulate the railroad committee_on 
their conservative wisdom in rejecting the 
Olive bill and its substitutes, particularly 
the one proposed by Mr. Berner, and be- 
lieve that the legislature will, in ratifying 
their action, do much for the prosperity and 
advancement of the state. 
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When to Thank an Editor. 
A little incident in the life of the First 
Napoleon should be a lesson to amateur 


writers.

in-law, the emperor of Austria, and wrote 
a violent article against him, which he sent 
to Editor Etienne, with orders to publish 
the nextday.

The editor arrived and stood pale and 
silent awaiting his fate.

Suddenly 
he made a dash at the journalist, gave him 
a good shaking, and said: ‘‘Ithank you, 
sir!’’ 

Before Etienne could reply the emperor 
had disappeared. Napoleon had thought 
the matter over, and it had occurred to him 
that the editor had disobeyed him because 
the publication of the article would have 
been a great blunder. 

It takes a wise mar to accept the rejec- 
tion of his manuscript in the proper spirit. 
And yet, nine times out of ten, a writer 
should thank an editor, not for publishing 
his articie, but for leaving it out. The 
average contributor should recognize The 
fact that an editor knows his business, and 
knows what suits his columns, and what 
suits the waste basket.

I meta good 
many people who felt that it was mot safe to put 
money into railroads in this country on account of 
this feeling. Among them a Mr. Colgate, a man of 
immense wealth. I tried tointerest him to invest 
in our bonds, but he replied: I am afraid of the 
Georgia legislature. I fear they might 
place a tax on. the railroads that 
would destroy them. Colonel T. H. Hawkine 
of Americus, was present, and he was surprired as 
well as myselfat the feeling there expressed in re- 
gard to these investments.”’ 

Capital always timid will seek more friendly 
fields, and money which Georg'a would easily have 
obtained, willseek more genial ciimes, to our in- 
calculale ruin. 

In ali fairness I ask, have we notall the legisla- 
tion we need tocontrol railroads, We have the 
common law as to carriers, statutes mcet- 
ing nearly every conceiyable case, and a 
railroad commission clothed with more 
power than any other commission in the union, 
and po appeal from its mandates.

President R. F. Maddox, of the above named 
railroad, has an interview in Friday’s CONSTITUTION 
in which he says some very interesting thinc& As 
some of our people own stock in this road, and as 
the road has, and mav yet, threaten-the commercial 
interests of Americus. it may be interesting to 
briefly note what Mr. Maddox Says. 

The road has a debt of about $600,000. Itis pro- 
posed to issue that amount of twenty-year 6 per 
cent bonds to cover this debt, and then issue $100,000 
terminal bonds to extend the road untilit reaches 
some point where connections can be made with 


road. Asit is, itis conceded by everybody that the 
road is now bottled up. 

In this connection it may be interesting to know 
that when Mr, Maddox was trving to place the 
bonds last summer, to pay the $600,000 floating debt, 


such a bill as the Olive bill, and were not inclined 
to trust their money in railroad bonds of a state 
which would pass or approve such bills—hence the 
bonds could not be sold, And yet whenthe Olive 
bill was first proposed, he was warmly in favor of it, 
but we must do him the justice tosay he has re- 
pented of his ways, and now acknowledges the evil 
of such a bill. 

In our opinion, and one that we have held since 
the building of the Atlanta and Florida road was 
begun, it could solve the riddle of its destiny by ex- 
tending the road to Americus, Here it would find 
acity with an immense freight traffic, (but few 
citles in Georgia have a heavier traffic) an inde- 
pendent road that connection could be made with, 
so that every part of Georgia could be reached, and 
a direct outlet (andacompetitive one, mind you) 
to two of the best ports on the southern coast, 

What more could it ask for? 

By going to Cordele it could only reach the same 
road and a non-competitive port (ior the Central 
can, at its own will close Sayannah at any time to 
the Savannah, Americus and Montgomery road). 
True, it would connect with the Georgia Southern 
at Cordele, but it would virtually do the same at 
Americus, as the Savannah, Americus aud Mont- 
gomery has trafiic arrangements with the Georgia 
Sontbern and Florida, and the heavy freight traffic 
Americus would give it would more than counter- 
balance the odd sixty miles it would add to its 
Florida route. 

By reaching Americus the Atlanta and Florida 
would then compete with the Central from Jack- 
sonville, Fla., and make it a strong line for business 
from New York and eastern cities to Atianta, and 
this point it cannot gain—and reach the center of 
trade of southwest Georgia—by extending to any 
other city than Americus.

DR, TUCKER BURIED. 


Laid to Rest by Loving Hands, and Mourned 
by Many Friends.. 


The Second Baptist church was the scene of 


sad ceremonies yesterday. 

At three o’clock fn the afternoon a large congre- 
gation assembled to pay tribute to the illustrious 
Rey. Dr. Henry Holcombe Tucker,

MR. HUFF’S REASONS. 


HE EXPLAINS WHY HE DID NOTGET 
TO SULPHUR SPRINGS. 


Interesiing Letters of Mr. Huff and Mr. 
Rhett—The Instructions Which Mr. Huff 
Received— Will There be More of It? 


Hon..W. A. Huff is again in the city. 

So is Mr. Patterson. 

For the present, at least, the{duel between 
the gentlemen is off. 

Mr. Huff came in from Macon yesterday 
morning accompanied by Captain Roff Sims, 
of the Southern Cadets, and the two gentle 
men went direct to Mr. Huff's rooms in the 
Folsom European hotel. 

On the way from the depot to the hotel they 
met several friends but conversed with none of 
them. 

Soon after reaching the hotel Mr. Huff sent 
a note to Mr. Walter Rhett, his second, in- 
forming him that he was in thecity and anx- 
ious for a consultation. The note was deliy- 
ered by Captain Sims and in a short time an 
answer was returned. Then laterin the day 
Mr. Rhett called upon Mr. Huff and for a long 
time the two gentlemen remained in consulta 
tion. 

After Mr. Rhett had gone away Mr. Huff 
was asked if he would like to make a state- 
ment to the public. 

“Tam now preparing a short card,’ he ans- 
wered, ‘‘and that will contain every thing I 
wish to say just now.”’ 

‘What is the nature of the card ?”’ ~ 

“Itrefers only to Mr. Rhett. I wish to set 
him straight in this matter before I do any- 
thing. Hedidall he could for me, and I 
want everybody to know it.’’ 

‘Will you have anything to say about Mr. 
Patterson ?’’ 

“T don’t care to talk about that now. My 
card will explain my conduct from the time I 
left Atlanta up tothe time Icame back, and 
explain it to the satisfaction of the public, 


too,”’ 

Later in the night Mr. Huff’s card was com- 
pleted. 

Here it is: 

ATLANTA, September 10, ’89.—Colonel Wal- 
ter H. Rhett, Atlanta,Ga. Dear Sir:—While under ar- 
rest at Opelika, Ala., yesterday afternoor, I learned 
for the first time by telegram from Atlanta, and 
from the Birmingham papers, that Mr, Patterson 
aud his friends had returned to Atlanta, and that it 
was uiecessary for me toreturn also. Since my ar- 
rival here today Ihave iearned something of the 
unexpected termination of my correspondence with 
Mr. Patterson, and in view of what seems to bean 
effort on the part ofsome one to place a false cou- 
struction on my conduct, I beg leave to learn from 
you the following facts: 

When I left here on last Friday night, September 
6, was it not under written instructions from you to 
go outside the state, near Columbus, and there a‘- 
yise with you by telegraph, and await instructions? 

Did you receive a notice of my arrival and jwhere 
abouts on Saturday, and did you receive a second 
telegram from me sent from Columbus on Saturday 
informing you that I’would come at once to Su!- 
phur Springs. Don’t you know, and is it not wall 
knownto all railroad men and travelersin Alas 
bama, that there is but one train each day from Co- 
lumbus to Sulphur Springs, Ala., via | Birmingham 
and that, if I had been perfectly free to travel at 
will, that it was simply impossible for 
me to leave Cuolumbus at 7 o’clock Sun- 
day morning—(this being the first train after 
receipt of your telegram) and reach Sulphuai 
Springs before the other party had left for At- 
lanta? Please investigate this point carefully be- 
fore you answer. And just bere it is proper for 
me to state that after my release by the mayor 
of Columbus, 1 did take the first train for Sulphur 
springs after first complying strictly with the re- 
quirements of the Columbus authorities, which 
were that I should return to Macon, This required 
of me a journey of two bundred miles, but without 
loss of time. 

Will you please inform me whether you, as my 
adviser, ever agreed with Mr, Jackson asto time 
and place, when and where my correspondence 
with Mr. Patterson could be concluded? It is 
proper for me tostate herethat I received three 
telegrams from you while in Columbus last Satur- 
day, and that they were all handed tome aithe 
home of Colone! Chappell about ten o’clock p. m. 
of that day, these being the first and oniy messages 
received from you on that day, and thatit wasin 
response to these that I said I would come to Sul- 
phur Springs, 

It is also proper for me to state here, that while 
Waiting in Girard for telegrams from you tbat the 
authorities of Russell county, Ala.. prevented any 
communications betiveen the: telegraph office and 
mveseif until late at night. 

Was I correct in suppesing before leaving Atlanta 
Friday night, thata final meeting point would be 
proposed for Mr. Patterson and myseifat some point 
near Columbus, West Point, or on the coast of South 
Carolina as the alternative? 

Please state in your reply to this, whctherI have 
followed your instructions in conductiny’this corre:- 
pondence with Mr. Patterson, and if I have acted at 
all times on your advice since I first spoketo you 
September 3d, and al-o whether you have notin all 
things pertaining to the same acted under what yo 
regard a strict construction ofthe code? Very truly,

To Mr. Huff’s letter Mr. Rhett sent the fol- 
lowing reply ; 

ATLANTA a., September 10.—My wear Mr. 
Huff: Mr, Roff Sims has called on me today witha 
note from yourself. Before replyiug specifically I 
desire to state to you now, rs 1 told you I should do 
in the beginning of my connection with this con- 
troversy, I have been governed strictly by my con- 
ceptions of the requirements of the code, and have 
not consciously varied from them. In all the steps 
taken in the matter since the afternoon of 
September 6th I have consulted one of the few 
friends to whom I would commit myself 
in asimilar matter. This precaution I took in order 
to avoid the possibility of an error. 

AsI told you ator before the time of your arrest 
in Atlanta, I have always believed it impossible for 
aman as well known as yourself, and as closely 
watched as you were, to cross the Georgia line under 
the circumstazice anywhere in the northern part of 
the state} and to get out; you must gotosome dis- 
tant, unexpected and more southern point, 

lalsotold you I knew that I, too, was closely 
watched, and that I considered it impossible for us 
to get out of Georgia together, and requested you to 
sezure the services of some other friendto act for 
you in case Ishould atany step of the proceeding be 
put under arrest. 

By my instructions—first verbally transmitted and 
afterwards written at your request, you were ad- 
vised to get out of this state near Columbus and to 
await there further instructions with arrangements 
made for prompt telegraphic communications with 
me, Your telegram of Saturday, September 7th, 
notifying me that you were then out of thestate of 
Georgia, and how to communicate with you, was 
not received at the telegraph office at the time I 
lett there for Sulphur Springs, but was repeated to 
the latter place by instructions given by me imme- 
diately after my arrival, say at 10:40, a.m., and I 
received it at 12 m., Saturday, September 
7th. Immediately upon its receipt, I wired 
you to know when you could reach Sulphur Springs 
station, Ga., with a surgeon, asking an immediate 
reply, and also sending a special to the Columbus 
telegraph manager to have the message delivered 
without delay, Receiving nothing, a few hours 
later Iagain wired the address given to this effect: 
“Please answer my telegram of this morning at 
once,”’ During. the evening of Saturday, 
September 7th, I received a telegram from a 

rominent Columbus gentleman, saying that 
Mr. had telegraphed to Chattanooga. 
I then telegraphed the Columbus gentleman asking 
him to wire his friend"“‘to start for this place at once.”’ 
On the morning of Sunday, September, 8 about ten 
o'clock, I received a telegram signed W. A. Huff, 
“saying you thought the place would be near West 
Point or Columbus, and that you would start for 
Sulphur Springs as soon as you learned where it 
was.” From the explanations in your note it ap- 
pears very evident why prompt commuuication be- 
tween us became impossible. 

I can say freely without investigation that I con- 
sider ita physical impossibility foraman to go 
from Columbus to Sulpher Springs via Birmingham 
between thefhour of 7a, m., Sunday, September 
8th, and the time? at which the entire 
party at Sulphor Springs left that — for Atlanta. 

While Mr. Jackson and Mr. Patterson named 
Sulpher Springs asthe place for concluding your 
correspondence with Mr, Patterson, I have neyer 
at any time agreed that, that should be the place 
for such conclusion unless Mr. Jackson would 
wait until you could come there to confer 
with me, and submitted to Mr, Jackson, if they 
should be unwilling to wait there, three other 
places. 

As to this, I refer to the pe: sgh saan as pub- 
lished in THE CONSTITUTION of this day and as I 
hand it to you, and I state that beyond what ap- 
peared in the correspondence I have entered into 
no agreement about time and place for sucb con- 
clusion, You were correct in supposing that a final 
meeting po nt would be proposed for Mr. Patterson 
and yourself near Columbus or West Point or the 
South Carolina coast, and this appears in the corre] 
spondence as published. 

In my entire connection inthis matter I have 
acted as I believe in strict accordance with the 
code as I constrne it. Istate with pleasure that 
as foras Iam aware you fave since consulting me 
about this matter, followed as fully as it was posst- 
ble for you todo under the circumstances the in- 
structions I have g ven you. 

Acting as your friendin the correspondence be- 
tween gyourse and Mr. Patterson, my last 
advicdl to you was contained n a 
telegram from Birmingham on Sunday, September 
Sth, advising you to remain across the line and to 
send some authorized friend to Atianta to confer 
with me, It stated also that I would go to youif ot 
any use, and that [ must bein Atlanta on Monday, 
September 9th, 1°92.

PAY OF EVANGELISTS. 


Evangefist Deering Talks to a St. Louis 


Globe- Democrat Reporter. 

The pay. evangelists receive is very small 
when it is remembered how exhausting and respon- 
sible their work is. I mean the ordinary evange- 
list—the man who {is without a natlonal reputation. 
I have preached in a Missouri town for a week and 
crowaed the church four times a day, receiving 
only $60 at the end of my work. Of course, 
the evangelists whose fame is spread over the 
whole country make more money than this, but 
even their pay is nothing like what it is made by 
extravagant popular stories. Harrison, the boy 
preacher, is always in demand, and charges $10 a 
day for his services, whether he is engaged fora 
week or a month, He is worth about $60,000 
Moody makes no charge for his services, but he is 
paid much better than Harrison, Ilis two weeks 
preaching in St. Louis paid him $1,000. He is worth 
about $90,000. Sam Jones isthe best paid of them 
all, buthe gives away so much money that he is 
not wealthy. For yearly a months’ workin Kansas 
Cy he got 33,000 and Sam Small got $1,000. &t. Joe 
paid Jones $1,500 for two weeks, I gave him $1,000 
for his week at Culver Park camp-meeting this 
summer. Heis worthubout #30,000, all of his money 
being invested in Georgia propesty, He maintains 
a Caimp- meeting tabernacle near his home, where 
he holds a two weeks’ revival every year. He paysal 
the expenses of tlhe preachers who come, and that 
amounis to a good dealof money. He never makes 
a fixed charge tor his work. Sam Small has come 
into great demand as a campaign prohibition ora- 
tor, He is being paid $75a day and his traveling 
ex peuses.

the University Trustees—The Day in the 
House. 


The house voted yesterday to appoint ajoint 

committee to confer with and ascertain the 
claims of the lessees of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad. 
. The substitute offered by the sub-committee 
of the railroad committee of the house was 
adopted. After the journal was read Mr. 
Rankin, of Gordon, moved to take up the res 
olutions of Senator Hiall and the substitute 
looking toa conference with the lessees of 
the road. ; 

Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, moved to table the 
resolutions and substitute, and on this motion 
the ayes and nays were ordered. The motion 
to table was lost—ayes 39, nays 88. 

Mr. Glenn, of Whitfield, favored the resolu- 
tions. The whole object and purpose 
was to get a medium by which 
the claims of the lessees could 
be laid before the house. The committee was 
merely to report what is laid before them. 
They present them simply to the house and 
senate andit is not contemplated that they 
shall make any recommendations. He hoped 
they would be adopted. 

Mr. Snelson, of Meriwether, spoke. 

Mr. Johnston, of Campbeli, favored the res - 
olutions. He thought they should go further 
and provide for an adjustment with the lessees. 
He recognized that there was no more impor- 
tant question than this lease question before 
the legislature. As had been 
said before these lessees were good 
tenants. They had builtup and improved 
the road and had increased its earnings. He 
Was opposed to arbitration, but thought the 
state should meet this question and settle it 
for themselves. We ought to at least treat 
these gentlemen with courtesy. 

Mr, Gilbert of Muscogee, called the previous 
question, and the call was maintained. 

The substitute reported by the railroad com- 


mittee was adopted. It reads: 

Resolved that a joint committee of five from the 
Benate and nine from the house be appointed to 
confer with thesaid parties and ascertain,

If there is anything that touches the tender 
chord ofa lezgisiator’s heart itis his per diem and 
mileage, This matter was discussed at length in 
the house yesterday. 

On motion of Mr. Jones, of Baker, his resolution 
for the payment of mileage to membeis, doorkeep- 
ers, etc., for the present session, was taken up. 

It was considered in the committee of the whole, 
with Mr. Harrell, of Decatur, in the chair. 

Mr. Candler, of DeKalb, opposed the resolution 
because he did not think the bouse had any right 
under the constitution to vote mileage for an ad- 
journed session. 

Mr. Lewis, of Hancock, hoped the resolution 
would pass. He had always paid his fare to and 
from home. The Georgia road over which he went 
to his home, had not furnished him passes, 

Mr. Hardeman, of Bibb, favored the resolution, 
and argued its coustitutionality, 

Mr. Harrell, of Webster, also favored the resolu- 
tion. 

Mr. Foute, of Bartow, opposed it. 

Mr. Gordon, of Chatham, said the appropriation 
committee had thorough!y investigated this matter 
of mileage and unanimously recommended the res- 
olution. He hoped the house wonld pass it. 

Mr. Helizelaw, of Houston, requested Mr. Jones 
to state what he meant by his resolution, 

“It means that I want mileage’; that’s what it 
means.’’ (Laughter.) 

Mr. Jones, of Baker, fayored the resolution. He 
said his motives were pure. His people sent hiin, 
and he was responsible tothem tor what he done? 
A good deal has been said about wasiing time this 
session. He had been in the legislature three terms, 
and this was as zvooda working body as !ie ever 
gpaw. Mr. Jones said be lived three hundred miles 
from the capital, and he wanted mileage. 

Mr. Fleming, of Richmond, opposed the resolu- 
tion, because he did notthink it authorized by the 
constitution. 

Mr. Foute, ot Bartow, stated tothe house that he 
was informed oy the treasurer that the passage of 
the resolution tor mileage would take $6,739.50 out 
of the treasury. 

Mr. Hardeman, of Bibb, thought if per diem 
proper, mileage was aiso. If the legislature had 
the power underthe constitution to hold two ses- 
sions, it could certainly vo e mileage. 

Mr. Jones said he wanted to assure the members 
who were opposing his resolution thathe did not 
want to force mileage.on any one not desiring it. 
As for him, he wanted it. 

On motion of Mr. Humphreys, of Brooks, tlie res- 
olution was reported favorably to the house; ayes 
8, nays 22, 

On the passage of the resolution the vote stood, 
aycs 90, nays 37, aud tle resolution was adopted. 

Mr. Jones then sent to the clerk’s desk a resolu- 
tion that the names of those voting a:ainst the reso- 
lution be furnished the state tieasurer and he be in- 
strucied not to pay them any mileage.

HOW HE ESCAPED: 


A UNITED STATES PRISONER’S RUN 
FOR LIFE. 


He Feigns Illness and Gets Privileges Which 
He Takes Advantage Of—A Chase by 
Revenue Prisoners. 


Several blankets knotted together were 
noticed by an early foot passenger nanging 
from one of the upper windows of the Fulton 
county jail at 4 o’clock yesterday morning. 

The alarm was quickly given, and it was dis- 
covered that J. L. Rainey, a United States 
prisoner, charged with forgery, had made his 
escape. The prisoner had only been gone & 
few minutes, and a hot pursuit was instituted, 
but all efforts were useless, and Rainey is 
againa free man. His home is near Tallulah 
falls, and it is supposed that he has gone in 
that direction. 

Rainey has been a prisoner in the Fulton 
county jail for some time. When first incar- 
cerated he devoted much time toa careful con- 
sideration of his case, and it is presumed he 
came to the conclusion that no jury would fail 
toconvict him. His only resource, therefore, 
was to escape. 

Then he set about to effect his object. He 
was immediately taken ill, showing every 
symptom of most intense suffering, and com- 
plained of frightful pains in his legs. All the 
doctors’ remedies were ineffectual. Slowly 
but surely Rainey. grew worse, until his 
legs appeared quite useless, and it was 
only with the greatest effort 
thathe could move atall. The doctor’s sym- 
pathies were aroused and at his recommenda- 
tion Raineyjwas transferred from the usual cells 
toa room on the upperfloor of the dwelling 
part of the jail where he could be better cared 
for and have greater comforts. For three 
nights he enjoyed the luxuries of his new 
quarters and then he decided to fly. 

A few minutes before five o’clock yesterday 
morning he got up from his bedas healthy as 
any man in Atlanta. Quickly he tied his 
blankets together, slipped down them to 
the street and made for the country. er 

His escape was discovered before he was 
well out of sight and five of the fleetest moon- 
shiners now in the jail were put on his track, a 
reward being offered forthe capture of their 
fleeing companion. They were close behind 
him several times, but the poor invalid who 
could not move without the aid of a stick de- 
veloped a wonderful bnrst of speed, and the 
five tleet moonshiners were quickly distanced. 

Rainey has not-been recaptured. His pur- 
suers returned to the jail weak, weary and 
convinced that Dr. Brown-Sequard must have 
treated Rainey.

TAUGHT A LESSON. 


Chief Connolly Resents an Insult From an 
Insolent Negro. 

Chief Connolly. knocked George Thrasher 
down at the stationhouse on Monday. 

The blow was struck after continued provoca- 
tion. 

George Thrasher is a negro who is well known to 
the police as an inciter of ill feeling between the 
whites and negroes. 

Since the trouble at East Point George has been 
very actiyein keeping the matter before the people 
of his race. Monday morning he went to Chief 
Connolly and askedif any telegram hada been re- 
ceived by the latter from East Point on the night 
of the lynching. Chief Connolly took particular 
paius toexplain to him that a telegram had been 
received, but too late to do any good, as the lynch- 
ing had aireadyv done occurred. 

Thrasher wanted to know if the police made any 
effort to prevent the trouble, aud Chief Connolly 
explained that he was at the opera house with some 
ladies, and did not hear of the trouble until late, 
Had he received the information, he could have 
done nothing unless the sheriff had asked him tor 
assistance, ‘ 

Thrasher went down to the sheriff's office and told 
Captain Perkerson that Chief Connolly had said 
that he notified Captain Perkerson in timeto have 
suppressed the mob. Captain Perkerson said that 
he did not believe it, but would go and see Chief 
Connolly. 

“He did say it, and I’ll face him in it,” reiterated 
Thrasher. 

A little past noon Captain Perkerson was stand- 
ingon Alabama street when Thrasher came swag~ 
gering past him. He told Tbrasher that he was 
going down to see Chief Connolly. 

“I'll go down with you and face him in what I 
said to you,’’ said Thrasher; and the two walked 
down to the stationhouse together, 

At the stationhouse Thrasher disputed Chief 
Connolly’s word, when the lJatter said that he had 
said po such thing. 

‘If Thrasher sald that | made any such remark 
he toid a lie,, said Chief Connolly, 

**You did say it,’’ 

‘“‘Whack!”’ came the chief's little cane across 
ey gaa face, andthe latter sank toward the 

oor, 

In an instant there wasaterrible commotion “in 
the stationhouse. The officers present crowded 
about the negro, but Captain Perkerson assisted him 
to a chair and pleaded with the crowd to desist. 

The blood flowed freely, but in a minute or two 
Thrasher recovered suiticiently to mutter out some- 
rng about Captain Perkerson having brought him 
there, 

“You know you are lying. You brought me 
here,’’ said Captain Perkerson, “and the best thing 
you can do is to get away from here, Thra her.”’ 

The negro toox his advice, and went in search of 
a doctor. He had a pretty severe gash cut from the 
forehead down across the cheek and mouth. 

Chief Connolly broke his cane. 


THE LEASE BILL IN THE SENATE, 


The W. & A. Committee to Consider it This 
Afternoon—Restrictilon Talked Of, 


The senate committee on the Western and 
Atlantie railroad will meet this afternoon to con- 
sider the lease bill, 

Senator Wooten, the chairman, said yesterday 
afternoon that he did not think the constitutional 
provision against combinations would restrict the 
sfate’s action in disposing of its own property. If, 
after the lease contract had-been made, and tne 
lessees had become a corporation under the pro- 
visions of the lease act, that corpofation should vio- 
late the terms of the constitution. he thought it 
would be subject to the constitutional law just 


like otherggorporations, 

“{do ninx, if the matter were testedin the 
courts un the constitutional provision, that the 
charters of combining roads would be forfeited in 
the absence of a statute to that effect, and I do not 
think the legislature will pass such a statute. 

“The result of such an action, I think, might be 

annul the contract which 
the combination is based, but 

“I think it will leave the charters standing and 
leave the individual roads composing the combina- 
tion intact. 

‘*! do not know what the sense of the committee 
will be as to a restrictive clause of the kind offered 
in the house, but if such an amendment is offered 
in the committee, 1 know that several of us will 
oppose it. We wish the road leased to the highest 
bidder. 

Senator Bartlett says there will be a majority in 
the committee for a resirictive amendment. 

Senator Wooten thinks the discussion will be 

rincipally on the floor of the senate, and that the 

ease bill will be brought in at an early day.

NEW YORK STOCKS 


Atocks as Reported at the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, September 10.—The stock markct to- 
day felt the effect ot the growing opinion that a re- 
action is dueand except for a portion of the first 
hour and the last thirty minutes, it was a sagging 
onethroughout. The declines established, howey- 
er, except in a few stocks, were generally for small 
fractions only. The pressure was especially severe 
against Grangers, the Chicago people haying sell- 
ing orders jin all of them on unsettling news in res 
gard to the rate situation, the refusal of the trunk 
lines to prorate being added to the fear that the 
Chicago, Burlington and Northern will make a 
heavy reduct‘on in the through rate in order to pay 
its expenses Dispositon to. realize profits 
notwithstanding that the general feeling still re- 
mains bullish became most marked and many of the 
traders shifted overto the bear side early in the 
day. 

London today seemed to have caught upto this 
eenterin the matter of strengthand prices from 
that place were higher forthe firsttimein many 
Cays, bnt the influences above mentioned caused an 
irreguiur but generally weak opening here, and 
nmong active siocks the declines from last night's 
prices reached five-ecighths per cent while Tennes- 
gee coal was down one percent. London had large 
buying orders in Reading andits securities as weil 
as in Erie aud some others of its favorites, but the 
pressure tn sell in the rest of the list coon removed 
what little strength was shown inthem. The sup- 
port accorded Reading by foreigners, however, 
seryed to kecp itfirmin tbe faccof the weak- 
mess of other coalcrs, tkongh the decline 
in Jersey Central seenied to be on sufferance only. 
Louisville and Nashville and Manitoba were the 
most prominent weak spots in early trading and 
each lost ic. A somewhat better tone was devel- 
oped towerd noon, but except In Northern Pacific 
preferred and Reading the movement attracted lit- 
tle atiention. 

Inthe afternoon a steady, though slow decline 
took place, the only notable exception being Lake 
Erie and Western preferred, which suddenly 
shot up -from 134 too 60% There 
was some realizing of profits upon the 
day's decline in the last half hour, and the closing 
figures were a shade better than the iowest, the 
market being about steady at th? improvement.

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MME CONFEDERATE HOME. 


TING OF THE DIREBTORS AND 
oe THE DISCUSSION, 


| The Building Committee to Secure Bids by 
Next Saturday on Mr. Wheeler’s Plans— 
$37,000 Available in Cash. 


The directors of the confederate home met 
yesterday in THe Constitution building with 
Mr. Grady in the chair. Plans were sub- 
mitted fora building for the home by Mr. 
Downing, of the office of L. B. Wheeler, 
architect. The building is for sixty sleeping 
rooms, with reception rooms, dining rooms, 
launday and kitchen. It is very handsome, 
and is a combination of country villa and the 
old-fashioned southern home. Large wh ite 
columns support the porticos,and grace the 
entrance to the home. Tho building is only 
two stories high, and is to be 240 fcet long and 
about seventy five feet deep. Mr. Downing 
thinks it can be built for about $25,000. 

Mr. Kiser said he had received many appli- 
cations for places in the home, and that there 
are confederate veterans suffering today for a 
confortable place in which to live and a com- 
fortable living. He thought the directors 
should at once build ten or twelve cottages and 
open them to the neediest cases. 

Captain Howell thought the main building 
should be putup first. The people expect a 
fine building that shall be a monument to 
Georgia’s gratitude to her veterans, and pro 
vided with every comfcrt. He thought the 
work on the main building should be begun at 
once so that it could be completed by next 
spring. 

Dr. Spalding was in favor of putting up 
about ten cottages at a cost of about one 

housand dollars each, with four nice rooms 
and a kitchen, and opening them at once to 
the old soldiers who need a home so bad. 

Judge Calhoun argued that the main build- 
ing should be put up first, because the people 
who contributed to the home would not be 
satisfied to go to the grounds and find a few 
cottages scattered here and there. The home 
should be the nucleus for the enterprise, and 
the cottages could como later. 

Mr. 8. M. Inman suggested that it might be 
well to begin the main building and ten cot- 
tages. and carry on the work concurrently. 

After further discussion in which Messrs. 
Newman, Ellis, Fox and Harrison took part 
it was decidefl, that the building committee 
should secure bids by next Saturday on the 

lans and specifications as furnished by Mr. 

Vheeler, and open those bids in the presence 
of the board. If they were satisfactory to 
proceed at once with the work. 

Treasurer Romare reported $41,610 in sight, 
of which about $37,000 was ‘available as 
cash. 

Mr. Grady stated that Mr. Joseph Hirsch 
Was now organizing a confederate veterans 
fair forthe month of December, that he was 
giving devoted attention to it, and was earnest 
and enthusiastic and hoped to make $25,000 
for the home. 

Mr. S. M. Inman resigned the chairmanship 
of the finance committee, as he desired to take 
an active place on the building committee, and 
apnointed Dr, RK. D. Spalding as chairman of 
the finance. 

Captain Howell, chairman Of the building 
commitiee, asked that Judge Calhoun be 
added to the building conimittee, with a view 
of making him chairman,which was agreed to. 

The board then adjourned until next Sat- 
urday.

What May be Expected at the Piedmont— 
Facliities of Transportation—The Scope 
of the Exposition. 


Opens October 7th.—Piedmont Park is 
like a beautiful dream—hbiut it will awake 
when the gates are opened.—Closes No- 


vember 10th. 

Where are we going to house the people? 

Mr. Rood, who. has charge of the bureau of 
public comfort, is making a careful canvass of 
th e city, and has already secured boarding 
houses for 9,000 people. This isin excess of 
nearly-as many more who are expected as 
guests.during the exposition. It is safe.to say 
that 20,000 people can be easily and comfort- 
ably handled every day by the city of Atlanta 
and the crowd of visitors will exceed this for 
only a very few days in the month. 

It is the aim of the directors to make an 
even exposition—with the attractions so dis— 
posed, and the interest so drawn out, that 
every day will attract a good crowd, and no 
day an unmanageable crowd. 

The board at priyate houses will average 
from $1 to $2.50aday. At the latter price a 
man can get a room for himself and wife and 
the very best board in the best private families 
in the city. The board at a dollar is good 
homely fare, the main difference being that 
from two to six people are put in each room. 

Any person who desires to engage board at 
the exposition can do so at once by writing to 
the department of public comfort, Piedmont 
exposition, stating how mucii will be paid for 
board, what accomodations are wanted, for 
how many days, and what days of the expo- 
sition. Ty return mail such applicants will re- 
ceive a number of offers, giving the street, lo 
cation, price and secommedations. Under 
this plan no one need leave home without 
knowing where they will be accommodated, 
at what cost and in what sty!e. 

A large number of poople will prefer to ride 
out of town in the evening, and return in the 
morning. Anumber of out-of-town hotels will 
be open, including the Sweetwater Park, the 
hotels at Norcross, Marietta, Decatur and else- 
where. Trains willrun so that visitors can 
leave the city ut any bour of the evening or 
night, and return at any hour of the morning. 
Board will be cheaper at those out-of town 
places, and they are recommended to visitors. 

Some idea of the scope of the exposition may 
be had from the fact that one exhibitor of 
stock will require six carsto bring the ani- 
mals he intends toshow. One of the problems 
of the expusition will be to furnish enough 
freight cars to bring in the exhibits, 

Direcotr Thompsoutis ; assured that! over two 
hundred race horses will cempete for the 

rizes. Two full trains will be required to 
Seine on the Wild West show alone, and 
Messrs. Pain & Son, of London, will require 
eight cars to bring their exhibition of fire- 
works. 

The means of getting to the grounds will be 
better this vear than ever. The Fulton 
County Electric Railway company has al- 
ready built its tracks into ihe exposition 
ground and has a capacity of 2,000 people per 
hour. The electric cars will be loaded at the 
ceorver of Brcadand Marietta streets, and will 
mate the trip tothe ground in fourteen min- 
nutes.

The Atlanta Street Car , line will ran sixty 
cars on the exposition scheduie, and will move 
1,200 people per hour.
